for England: Hunt taken by the Turks coming home. 

By reafon of thefe falvages another Atchievement 
was made, but it came to nothing,

His Majelty granted Letters Pattents to the Coun- 
cilof Plymeuth , and after confirmed by Pattents of 
Incorporation to certain Lords, but great troubles a- 
rofe in Parliament, that it wasa Monopoly ; of which 
and other paffages, I fhall treat hereafter atdarge.
